Hennings, who headed the 
gubcommittee during most of 
the inquiry, has said he had no 
knowledge whatsoever” that the 
Post Office Department was 
asked to give the subcommittee 
names of persons who corre- 
sponded with McCarthy, Ray 
Kiermas, his administrative as- 

tant, Miss Jean Kerr, then 

cCarthy’s secretary and now 
his wife, and one ofher McCar- 
thy employe. 

Jenner said to the Post- 
Dispatch yesterday that a copy 
of a letter which he had said 
Was signed by Hennings, re- 
questing the mail reports for a 
period from about Oct. 22, 1952, 
to Nov. 26, 1952, actually bore 
no signature and had only the 
word “chairman” at the end. He 
said it was apparent Hennings 
had not signed the letter. 

Asked who did sign it, Jenner 
said: “I guess it was Hayden.” 

Hayden told the Post-Dispatth 
neither he nor any other mem- 
ber of the subcommittee signed 
the letter. He said he belived 
the request had gone out from a 
subcommittee staff member act- 
ing in behalf of the chairman. 

Hayden, although he’ was chair- 
man of the full Rules Committee 
at the time, as well as a mem- 
ber of the subcommittee, said he 
never served as chairman of the 
latter group. 

He pointed out that it is not 
am uncommon procedure for 
committee employes to send out 
letters under the signature of 
the chairman. 

The reports, Hayden said, were 
used to check McCarthy's stock 
transactions. 

Return addresses gave the 
names of persons who contrib- 
uted to McCarthy’s anti-Com- 
munist campaign, and these 
were checked with McCarthy's 
bank deposits and with stock- 
brokers, Hayden said. 

Jenner said the copy of the 
letter was obtained from files of. 
the Rules Committee. He also 
displayed forms filled out by 

office employes listing mail 

ted to McCarthy and the 
three employes. 
Jenner, now chairman of the 
Rules Committee, mentioned the 
“mail cover” Saturday in de- 
bate over a resolution by Sena- 
tor Ralph E. Flanders (Rep.), 
Vermont, to censure McCarthy.
